Azaleas 

Where you have a batch of azaleas coming on for 
Raster they will need very close attention from this out. 
Give them a good look over every day and those that are 
quite forward should be given the coolest end of the 
house, while those that are backward should be moved 
into warmer quarters. ‘To be right they should begin to 
show color about the 20th of this month. They are bet- 
ter to be hardened off by gradually giving them a cooler 
temperature which will make the flowers keep longer and 
have a finer and deeper color. When the flowers have 
fully expanded, a light shading will prevent the bleach- 
ing of the bloom. While the plants are in a vigorous 


growth see that they do not suffer for the want of proper 
moisture at the roots. 


Cannas 


Now is the proper time to work up stock of these 
plants. Roots that have been wintered over in a sound 
condition can be brought up and placed on a bench where 
the temperature runs from 60 to 65 degrees. Spread a 
few inches of sand or dampened moss over the bottom, 
and in a short time every eye will be distinctly de- 
veloped and can then be divided with a sharp knife into 
as many pieces as show a green growth. Pot up these 
pieces into 3 and 4-inch pots and keep in a warm, moist 
atmosphere nntil they are well started when they should 
be given all ihe light possible. Water with care until 
they begin to make good roots when they will take an 
abundance of water. On all good days syringe them 
freely and when they become crowded give them a spac- 
ing 80 the light will reach all around them. There are 
many new aspirants every year that it is hard to 
enumerate which are the best, but there are some suitable 
for all kinds of decoration. There are some very fine 
dwarf ones; they are fine for pot culture. 


Cuttings of Christmas Solanums 


The plants that you kept over for stock should now 
supply a fine lot of propagating material. These cut- 
tings can be placed in a warm propagating bench and 
kept moist and shaded for a little while and will soon 
Toot. When they are rooted move them into 2-inch pots 
and grow on in a temperature of about 60 degrees at 
night. Place them on a bench well up to the glass and 
pinch back so they will form bushy plants. On all 
bright days give them plenty of ventilation and regular 
and thorough syringing to avoid red spider. They will 
rapidly and should be shifted as they may require

Calceolarias 

With warmer and sunny days give these plants plenty 
of ventilation, but be careful that they are not swept by 
cold draughts. See that pots are placed on a moist bot- 
tom, and keep it so by syringing between pots, for they 
delight in a cool, moist place to stand on. 
night temperature as near 45 degrees as possible as they 
dislike anything like a forcing temperature. Be very 
careful in watering, avoiding extremes either way, for 
the ideal condition is an even amount of moisture at 
They should now have a shade of some kind 
during the bright hours of the day. Give some liquid 


stimulant in the way of cow or sheep manure 
water, once or twice a week just as soon as their pots 
are filled with roots. As the flower spikes push up they 
will need some wire stakes for support. Always take 
steps to keep the plants clear of green fly for they are 
very partial to calceolarias. Slight fumigation repeated 
often will tend to keep them in check.

Easter Preparations 


Now is the time to look over your accessories for Easter 
arrangements such as pans, dishes, baskets, hampers, rib- 
bons, ete., for it is annoying to find one’s self short when 
the last minute comes. To do a first-class business one 
should be well provided with all such material that will 
make a tasteful make-up. The preference of most buy- 
ers is for plants attractively embellished and an up-to- 
date display of stock, whether in the store, show house, 
or where it is grown should be arranged and re-arranged 
five or six times preceding Faster Sunday, so as to inter- 
est the customer and make a good impression. Plants of 
clashing colors should be separated by palms or ferns. 
Have plenty of plant stands and pedestals of various 
heights so as to show all such stock as attractively as 
possible. Aim to impress your customers by having 
everything in holiday display as early as you can. 


Seeds to Sow 


Now is the best time for sowing of most kinds of 
annuals and perennials for spring planting. They will 
have time to make fine stock by planting-out time. The 
seed can be sown in pans or flats on a suitable mixture 
of about one-third each of fresh loam, leaf mold and 
sand, and placed where the evaporation of moisture will 
not be too rapid. When they have germinated give them 
plenty of air and light with enough of moisture to keep 
them right. When seedlings are well out of the seed- 
leaf they should be pricked out into other flats, and when 
they have acquired sufficient growth they can be potted 
up. It will not be long before the season for planting 
will be upon us. All such seeds as asters, antirrhinums, 
sweet alyssum, balsams, calliopsis, coreopsis, campanulas, 
calendulas, candytuft, centaureas, cockscombs, gailardias, 
phloxes, scabiosas, stocks, salpiglossis, verbenas, and 
many more should be sown now.

Nectarines and Peaches—Stoning 


The stoning period is the most critical time for the 
swelling fruit. After the flowers are set the fruit grows 
away up to the stoning period, when there is a halt 
until the stone has matured. The second swelling com- 
mences immediately the stone is completed (which will 
often take three weeks) and the fruits are soon ripe. 
Such early varieties as Duke of York appear to take 
longer to stone than they do to complete their second 
swelling. With the roots in a good healthy state and the 
foliage clean and doing its work, no trouble should be 
experienced. Should there be any irregularity through the 
system it will show itself at this period in various ways. 
Some fruits will shrivel and fall, others crack; yet a 
third may appear to swell away and as the last stages of 
ripening are completing the fruit will fall and on ex- 
amination be found to have a split stone. 

As aforesaid, these troubles are usually found with 
trees in poor health—lacking vitality in some section. 
As a safeguard—ever to healthy trees—a little lime 
applied in the water two or three times a week will 
greatly assist the trees during the stoning period. Undue 
excitement must be guarded against it. Do not run the 
house up too hot through the day; rather keep on all air 
possible and a crack through the night when mild. 


Disbudding Trellis Trees 


The disbudding of peach trees growing on a trellis 
differs materially from one growing in a pot. The latter 
is trained to produce a bush-shaped tree while the former 
must adapt itself to the trellis. Pruning and disbud- 
ding really make the shape of the tree; anyone can tie 
the growths out into position once that position is 
located. Some advocate disbudding on both sides—I do 
not, and for my reason I say a better shaped and more 
easily handled tree is the result of leaving growths on 
one side only—the top. 

Exceptions to every rule are admitted. There mav 
be one or two instances on a tree each year where a bot- 
tom growth is advisable. Taking a tree which is already 
covering its allotted space, some growths have to be cut 
out next winter. With the young flowering wood being 
on the top side it is a simple matter to cut away the old 
wood underneath and pull the young down to take its 
place, thus keeping the center of the tree open. With 
growths on both, when a piece of wood is cut out it 
leaves a gap resembling a V which is hard to fill in again. 
Straighter wood is obtained throughout the tree with the 
one side system. Removal of the buds must be done 
gradually, the underneath ones being the first to fall, fol- 
lowed by the breast wood, i. e., growths that would if 
left to themselves grow out from the trellis instead of 
close to it. These can be “heeled in” but never look 
good. With the last time over each growth should have 
a sufficient space to grow a head and expand its foliage 
without overcrowding.

Characteristics of Some Peaches 

Peach trees are addicted to habits more or less eyjl 
the same as every other family, some varieties being mor 
noticeable than others. In the bud-dropping evil whid 
I wrote on in Horticutture, issue of December 30th, | 
gave some causes that might make any variety drop their 
buds. There are a few, however, that seem to be habitual 
bud-droppers. -Of these Warburton Admirable ang 
Waterloo have proved to be the worst of fifty varieties 
grown side by side. Having exactly the same treatment 
as the rest and without any apparent cause they casts 
quantity of buds each year, sufficient remaining, hoy 
ever, it must be said, to produce a crop in most instances, 
Why this should be so remains a mystery. Waterloo is 
a real good peach but no better than Duke of York o 
Hale’s Early, usually ripening between the two. War. 
burton Admirable is a late variety in the Gladstone, 
Princess of Wales, Thomas Rivers class, no later than 
any of its associates and no better flavored than Thomas 
Rivers. As these two varieties seem to always drop their 
buds, it is not advisable to plant them when other mor 
reliable ones can be obtained. 

Advance nectarine has a habit of producing incom- 
plete flowers—minus the pistil. This is one better than 
the buds dropping as the stamens produce pollen to help 
fertilize the complete flowers. The fruit of this variety 
is almost black when finished. 


Starting Young Canes 

This is a good time to start young canes into growth 
as they have the season with them to make their growth 
and plenty of time in the fall to ripen up their wood 
Start them away gradually, giving them the same tem 
perature as though they were going to carry a crop. If 
two or more eyes were left at time of pruning the strong- 
est must be selected and the others rubbed out soon after 
growth commences. Keep the growth straight for about 
four feet, when it can be stopped and allowed to take up 
several growths, leaving the top to “run” to stimulate root 
action. This must not be allowed to become a mass of 
foliage, timely pinching saving the use of the knife. 
Remove any flower trusses which may show. Syringe 
and ventilate with care. As the season advances ! 
foliage gets harder the hose can be used eac!) finemorning. 


Radish 


Radishes grown in frames or vegetable houses 
through the winter and early spring always produce 
quick returns. They can often be sown between rows 
spinach or lettuce. A crop and a half is then obtained 
from one bench at the same time. Grown by their 
selves the seed should be sown in drills six inches apalt 
and the plants thinned out to two inches. Low houses 
with the plants close to the glass will grow good 
and now that the weather is breaking they can be growa 
in cold frames with a hot bed underneath them, cove 
ing them over with blankets on cold evenings.

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| ROSE GROWING UNDER GLASS 
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Care of Young Beauties 

Water the young plants very carefully ; growing plants 
will take a little more water than those that may not 
have started growth yet. As suggested before it is well 
to keep all growing plants to the back of the bench and 
all small and weaker plants to the front. This not only 
gives the smaller and weaker plants more light, but also 
makes them dry out about the same as the growing 
plants, which consume more water, and with the same 
conditions would be dry when a smaller plant would 
sill have plenty of water. 

When shifting the plants be sure and remove all green 
scum which may have formed on the surface of the soil, 
although if clean pots were used this should not make 
its appearance so soon. Also watch out for black spot. 
Pick off and burn all leaves affected. Should spot be- 
come quite troublesome, spray with a weak solution of 
copper carbonate. Do not saturate the plants, soil and 
all with it. By doing this you will do more harm than 
good. Simply fog the plants by using a fine nozzle and 
as much pressure as possible. If using an auto-spray 
tank take care not to pump too much air into it or it will 
surely explode. This may seem ridiculous advice to the 
one who knows, but I have seen an amateur trying to ob- 
tain good pressure, with such results that a new can 
was needed next day. 

Green Fly 

Green fly has a great habit of hiding underneath the 
leaves where it will sometimes multiply to great num- 
bers before it is noticed. It is therefore well to examine 
the plants carefully, and should green fly be found where 
spraying or fumigating cannot get it, a little tobacco dust, 
dusted over the plants will quickly eradicate it. Syring- 
ing will also help to keep the plants free from green fly, 
and as with old plants, should be done only on clear days. 
Syringe so as not to drench the soil in the pots, and be 
very careful not to loosen the cuttings. There is no 
excuse for tearing the plants out of the pots while 
syringing. 

Red Spider 

Red spider should be given no room whatever on a 
young Beauty plant (or an old one either), although Mr. 
Spider and his family seem to enjoy living under a nice 
green Beauty leaf. A cool, fine stream of water, how- 
eer, when properly applied proves so distasteful to Mr. 
Spider that a hurried departure in the direction of the 
flying water is usually made. It is therefore well to 
direct the water into the walk as much as possible and 
not back on the plants. If cuttings were clean when in- 
erted in sand, spider should give very little trouble on 
newly potted plants. : . 

@ place where spider usually starts is between the 
faucets where the ends of the hose meet; around a brace 
and on ends of the bench. Use care in syringing these 
‘comers 80 as not to allow spider to get a foothold. A 
nest like that if allowed to remain, will breed enough 
spider to keep the grower worried. Again the saying: 

drop of prevention is worth a gallon of cure.

syringing. Mildew should never appear on any young 
roses. If it does it is only through carelessness on the 
grower’s part. 
The Old Plants in Houses 
These will stand more syringing than during the past 
few months. Roses are benefited by syringing when it 
is done right and at the proper time. A good grower can 
tell the minute he enters a rose house and sees the plants 
whether syringing would do the plants good or harm 
them. As suggested above, syringe so as to throw most 
of the water over the bench into the walk. 


Ventilation 

The weather being warmer it is well to run a crack of 
air all night especially after syringing or watering. 
When the wind is blowing no air will be required as 
enough blows through the house to ventilate it properly, 
and prevent the air from becoming stagnant. 

On still nights, however, things are different, and a 
erack of air will do the roses worlds of good. Come into 
the house in the morning and note the sweet, fresh air. 
With the sweet fresh air the tops of the new growths will 
be almost red in color, which is the best proof that air 
agrees with them. Plants kept well aired will not get 
mildew at the least change in temperature, and will pro- 
duce flowers of much finer quality. 


Packing Roses for Market 


With the prevailing low prices growers receive for cut 
roses many try to pack as many as possible into a box 
and so save express charges. Never pack another layer 
over a layer of white roses. It is not a very good idea to 
pack two tiers in a box but when it is done, pack either 
pink or red in the bottom, for the bottom layer cannot but 
get bruised to some extent, and thus will not show so 
much on the pink or red roses as on the white where 
every little bruise turns brown. - 

Kilarneys and Other Roses for Outside 

In most localities greenhouse roses do well outside. 
I have seen a block of Killarneys grown outside, produce 
much nicer flowers during the hot summer months than 
those grown in the greenhouse. To save plants that 
have to be taken out to make room for young stock, cut 
them down to about 6 inches and place under a cool 
bench. With a little care these will keep very nicely. 


A cool cellar that is not too wet, not being too dry, is 


also an ideal place. 

Among the commercial varieties IT have seen doing 
well when planted outside were: Killarneys, Mrs. Jar- 
dine and Kaiserin Augusta Victoria. Beauties will not 
do well, producing only a lot of short-stemmed flowers 
which can only be used for funeral designs. However, 
these come in handy, especially to the retail florist in 
the country. We wintered hundreds of Killarneys out- 
side with no-protection save a mulch of tobacco stems. 
These were put on about three inches thick. The plants 
usually froze down to within three inches of the ground, 
but would break freely as soon as spring came. Of 
course the beds were arranged so as to let no water stand 
among the plants during the winter months.

The little men and tiny women of the Mikado’s realm 
dim that we Caucasians will never fully learn to under- 
sand and appreciate the intrinsic charm of their quaint 
Liliputian gardens and perhaps they are right. The 
love for the flower in the Far East seems to be of a dif- 
ferent character from ours. It is deeper, withal, for it 
exerts itself in a true national spirit and, when so, it 
appears to be more devotion than a mere admiration of

with their very inner life, it is innate. 
the cherry blossoms, the marvelous glory of the irises 
and the floral outburst of the chrysanthemums are holi- 
days, set aside to enjoy the fairest of nature’s gifts— 
the flower. This bears witness to a keen receptive sensi- 
tiveness of vision and a subtlety of mind, which lie 
almost beyond our comprehension. We admire the Jap- 
anese art of filling vases with a few sprays of blossoms, 
although we involuntarily feel that it is bound to re- 
main forever an art distinctly foreign. Not so, however, 
the objects of their devoted love, as witness the accli- 
matised tenants of our gardens, of which we consider the 
Japanese iris—botanically known as [ris Kaempferii— 
an important one. Noble in form and gorgeous in col- 
ors, this hardy perennial seems to have been made for 
magnificent out-door displays. Wherever conditions 
were favorable and the arrangements executed with ar- 
tistie skill, the floral results during the latter part of 
June and early in July have been simply grand. 

As a bog and swamp plant the Japanese iris thrives 
best in rather low and moist locations. Essentials are 
a sunny exposure and rich ground which does not need 
to be heavy, but rich in humus and well-manured before 
planting. Proper time for setting the plants out is in 
August and during September. Avoid by all means 
spading and deep cultivating around established plants, 
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Iris Karmprert (Single)

as this causes loss of roots, which lie near the surface, 
and is apt to weaken the plants. Japanese iris will al- 
ways prove an ideal material for shore plantations of 
ponds, creeks and lakes. Within park landscapes they 
should in such cases be naturalized in from at least 100 
to 500 lots, with the aim of an impressive effect. When 
employed in this way it matters little if the colors be- 
come mixed; on the contrary, the total picture in its 
gaudiness comes nearer to nature and thus presents 
itself impressively to our perception. 

The fact that Japanese irises enliven the lowlands in 
their native home does not interfere seriously with their 
usefulness in any garden as long as they receive suf- 
ficient water, especially up to the time flowering begins. 
As success chiefly depends on this condition, I cannot 
advise too strongly a strict adherence to it. Descriptions 
of named varieties are found in catalogues. 1 therefore 
call only attention to the great opportunities offered by 
this class of iris for brilliant color combinations. The 
pure white and deep purple, as well as the pale lavender 
and cattleya-pink sorts, possess tints of striking radiance 
and unusual strength, while the striped, mottled and 
oddly suffused flowers demonstrate the unlimited re- 
sources of Nature in producing gay compositions. There 
is room for both the single and the double Iris Kaemp- 
ferii, forms of which our illustrations give a proper idea 
of. For filling vases they rank among the choicest gar- 
den flowers at our disposal and while their short lasting 
and fragility bars them from the cut flower market, it 
does not in the least diminish their merit for home use. 

The Japanese iris is one of those hardy perennials 
which is sure of a great future. The magnitude of its 
possibilities in the American park and garden, coming 
generations are certain to grasp. Its hardiness, easy 
methods of growing and propagation and its extraordi- 
nary adaptability for low locations, aside from the noble 
form of the flowers, are qualities invaluable for the pur- 
pose of grandeur in floral outdoor effects.

About 50 members and guests of the 
Florists’ Club of Washington congre- 
gated in the Clubs’ rooms, March 5, 
David Grillbortzer, vice-president, in 
the chair. Officers for 1912 were 
chosen as follows: D. J. Grillbortzer, 
president; Otto Bauer, vice-president;

There were 
five candidates for the office of trustee 
and the voting was quite spirited. 

Wm. F. Gude reported on a meeting 
of his committee and Miss Sipe, rela- 
tive to the choosing of a flower for 
the District of Columbia for the sea- 
son of 1912. Two votes by the public 
school children had been taken. Of 
the 35,450 votes of the first instance, 
10,560 were for roses, but as these 
could not readily be grown, a list of 
ten annuals was made up with the 
result that the nasturtium was adopt- 
ed. The matter of prizes for 1912 
was ordered referred to the commit- 
tee. It was decided that, in view of 
the arduous duties of the park police- 
men, the club go on record as favor- 
ing an increase of the salaries of 
these men. 

William Stewart of the Department 
of Agriculture gave a very interesting 
talk on “Carnation Hybridizing,” and 
the results of his experiments tnere- 
with. Mendel’s !aw of reproduction 
was touched on. Wallace R. Pier- 
son gave considerable data as did 
some of the Club’s members. The 
lecture was well illustrated by charts 
and photographs. 

A great ovation greeted the intro- 
duction of Richard Vincent, Jr., presi- 
dent of the S. A. F., who asked the 
members to push and shout for that 
organization to get together and to 
work for a consolidation of the vari- 
ous independent bodies.

tions of public policy, however, their 
interests are identified with farmers 
in general. All the technical and 
scientific problems relating to soil, 
fertilizer, crops and management are 
purely agricultural questions One 
trouble has been that the institutions 
themselves have not been prepared to 
meet the needs of the vegetable-gar- 
deners; but this situation is now be- 
ginning rapidly to change. The in- 
stitutions will now meet the situation 
as rapidly as the market gardeners 
demand that it be met. It is coming 
to be a habit among certain groups of 
farm people to send their sons and 
daughters to college to receive an 
education by means of agricultural 
subjects. This habit should be formed 
by the market gardening people. The 
progress of the business will depend 


in the long run on the special educa 
tion that the sons and daughters of 


the business receive. The educational 
outlook on the business of market 
gardening will in the end be of more 
service to it than any other outlook or 
movement touching its public rele 
tions.

ODONTOGLOSSUM CITROSMUM. 
The pretty orchid illustrated in our 
frontispiece this week is one of the 
most easily grown and most useful of 
the family for florists’ cut flower pur- 
poses, The flowers which vary in col- 
or from pure white to soft tints of 
pink are waxy in substance, fragrant 
and good keepers, the only quailifi- 
cation being that when the plants are 
in bloom they should have a dry house 
as moisture is apt to spot the flowers. 
Flowering in May this orchid takes 
the place nicely of the winter-flower- 
ing Phalenopsis. The plants are 
cheaper than Phal:enopsis and more 
foriferous and may be grown suspend- 
ed in any ordinary house. When 
young growth starts the flower spike 
comes at once with it. After growth 
has matured the plants should be well 
rested till winter, when it is only nec- 
essary to start them into activity 
aga and the flowefs come right 
along. They are thus much easier to 
handle than orchids which flower from 
the old bulbs.

The following resolution wag 
mously adopted by the Students’ Aggo. 
ciation of the New York State 
of Agriculture at its annual meeting 
February 21, 1912: 


Whereas, agricultural education 
growing rapidly through many agencies 
the effectiveness of which we think can be 
increased by the co-operaticn of former 
students of the College of Agricultare: 

And whereas the development of agricul. 
tural education in this country hag had the 
faithful service, impartial counsel and up. 
equaled leadership of that foremost agri. 
cultural educator, our own Director Bailey: 

And whereas Director Bailey has stated 
that he will remain without reservation to 
help work out the new admin 
plans for the College and the educations! 
policies that necessarily sre to establish 
themselves on these plans and that be 
wishes that the Agricultural Couneil, Pae- 
ulty, Alumni and others might determine 
when such plans are in effective operation. 

Be it Resolved, 

First, that we, the former students of 
the New York State College of Agriculture. 
individually and collectively will a'd the 
extension of agricultural education by far- 
thering the introduction of agriculture ip- 
to rural schools and high sch ols, and by 
aiding in the establishment of extension 
schools, co-operative experiments and farm 
demonstrations. 

Second, that we pledge to Director Bailey 
our earnest co-operation in the solution of 
these educational and administrative pro- 
blems. 

Third, that this progress can be best 
effected by the gradual organization of 
local or county units. 

Fourth, that a ¢ mmittee of twenty-five, 
with power, representative of the United 
States as to location and the College as to 
eourse and cluss, be app inted by the 
President of this Association wth the ap- 
proval of the Executive Committee. whose 
duty it shall be to co-operate with Director 
Bailey in the development of the College 
of Agriculture and in the promotion of 
agricultural education.

The Amended Simmons Bill. 


On March ist, Congressman Sim- 
mons introduced in Congress a Dill 
(H. R. 21174) to regulate the importa- 
tion and interstate transportation of 
nursery stocks, bulbs, etc., which bill 
was referred to the House Committee 
of Agriculture. 

The bill evidently is to incorporate 
certain amendments proposed by 
seedsmen, but has some changes in 
that the Federal Horticultural Com- 
mission contained in his former bill 
(H. R. 18000) is eliminated, but a 
board, appointed by the Secretary of 
Agriculture from the Bureaus and of- 
fices of the departments has the in- 
definite duties of carrying out the pro- 
visions of the act. Quarantine is also 
established against the white pine 
blister rust, potato wart and Mediter- 
ranean fruit fly. The appropriation is 
cut from $50,000 to $25,000.

The growers of bulbs in pans find 
their work greatly increased by the 
severity of the winter. Since the holi- 
days there have been but three or four 
days in which the weather has not 
been below freezing all day. The 
ground is now frozen to a depth of 
four feet. 

“Weiland’s,” is a new sign seen on 
Washington street, opposite Marshall 
Field’s. As there are nearly 25 Weil- 
and’s in the florist business in 
Chicago and vicinity the name stands 
for considerable. The store is down 
stairs, but has two entrances and is 
very roomy. 

A. Miller, traveling for A. Hender- 
son Co., has just returned from the 


west, where he says ‘besiness is brisk 
and the demand excellent for bedding 
stock, geraniums in particular. This 
company are very busy shipping out 
cannas and cold storage lilies, King 
Humbert and Chas. Henderson being 
in especial demand in cannas. 

Plans are far enough carried out 
now to show what a good idea Henry 
Wittbold had when he leased a large 
space in the Fairbanks Building. He 
has divided the floor into two parts, 
one for the house and the other for 
the grounds, where the two branches 
of his business will be illustrated. 
This is something new, and a full de- 
scription will appear when completed. 

At Poehlmann Bros., Plant “A,” 
three men made a record for fast work 
when one of their 250 ft. houses col- 
lapsed with the weight of the snow 
last week. To save the stock in the 
other houses a wall eleven feet high 
had to be built with all possible haste. 
A tarpaulin was quickly put up to 
keep out the wind and a frame work 
erected inside of it which held the 
sash in place, the whole job being 
complete before dark.

The Geo. Wittbold Co.’s plant at 
Edgebrook has every available foot of 
space filled with young bedding stock, 
the advance orders for which indicate 
an unusually busy season coming. 
Tulips and all bedding stock are going 
out rapidly and the outlook for a 
clean-up in bulb stock is good. Palms 
and ferns are waiting for suitable 
weather in which to ship out and fill 
orders now on the books. Visitors 
here are always made welcome, There 
are 70 acres of nursery stock under 
way for the coming season. 

The plant stock at the Oechslin 
greenhouses is in its usual fine condi- 
tion and the outlook for Easter is very 
encouraging. One entire house devoted 
to Tausendschon roses, trained in bas- 
kets and fanciful shapes, will be just 
right for Easter. Two others are 
filled with Lady Gay, Mrs. Cutbush, 
Baby Rambler and other roses. Azaleas, 
hydrangeas and rhododendrons are in 
prime condition and give a hint of 
what is to be seen in the retail flor- 
ists’ windows a month later, for prac- 
tically all Mr. Oechslin’s plants are sold 


to local buyers. A good cual of bul- 
bous stock in pans will be available 
for the coming holiday and there is 
the usual stock of palms, ferns for 
dishes, dracaenas, Boston ferns, ete, 
Visitors will always find plenty here 
to delight the eye. 

J. Mangel’s new store in the Palmer 
House differs materially from any 
other in Chicago. The trimmings are 
of gold, and the idea is carried out 
from the front of the store, which can 
be seen a long distance. The store has 
been completely remodelled, the effect 
being that of long double parlors, with 
Grecian tapestry covering the walls 
and Grecian columns supporting the 
corners.

CHICAGO Chicago market contin- 

ues very discouraging.

No 
one seems to remember such a first 
week in March, where with compara- 
tively mild weather the demand is so 
light. The trade depends almost ex- 
clusively upon funeral work. Lent 
and the flight to warmer climes have 
almost stopped social events. The 
over supply is so general that it is 
needless to specify. Quality keeps up 
well. American Beauties are begin- 
ning to show evidences of going off 
crop. Kaizer Kroon and Murillo are 
receiving most of the attention among 
bulbous stock. All kinds of roses are 
in abundance, and with violets, car- 
nations, lily of the valley and lilies 
are in excess of the demand. Ship- 
ping trade has fallen off to a marked 
degree. 
The market is load- 
ed with all kinds of 
flowers. Roses and 
carnations alone sell in any quantity. 
The last-named are in a great over- 
supply, while the first named is rapid- 
ly approaching that state. Good sweet 
peas sell fairly well, but the sales do 
hot nearly keep up with the supply; 
the average length of stem, too, is 
decreasing. Bulbous stock of all kinds 
is also in large over-supply. The 
Stock is good, but is not cleaned up 
by the sales. Callas and lilies are 
fine, but are not selling any too well. 
Violets hardly sell at all.

All the 
roses are a veritable burden as are 
carnations, violets, orchids and all 
bulbous materials. In the latter class 
it is worthy of note as showing the 
peculiar elasticity of this market that 
while the general run of tulips can 
hardly command 50c. to $1.00 a hun- 
dred, certain bright red sorts are in 
demand at $4.00 and $5.00. And yet 
the situation may be exactly reversed 
next week. Cattleya Schroederae is in 
abundance but not popular, and while 
many of these are sold for $10.00 a 
hundred, on account of the plentiful 
supply of late Trianaes, extra quality 
of the latter will bring good prices No- 
body wants violets it would seem, and 
$1.00 a thousand is not unwelcome to 
the overburdened wholesaler. 
We would like 
to send a cheer- 
ful report from 
Philadelphia. If there be any other 
metropolitan center from which 4 
cheerful report can be sent, it is Phil- 
adelphia. They are always the cheer- 
ful bunch! But, this time, we are un- 
able to brighten up the general gleom.

This 
goes only for the last week beginning 
February 29th and to date, March 4th. 
The amount of stock that came in to 
the wholesale houses was far in ex- 
cess of any previous years. Some of 
the thousand lot prices were like 
this: Violets, $2.50; carnations, $10; 
sweet peas, $2.50; lilies, from $5 to $8 
per 100. Roses were not classed in the 
glut.

Carnations have 
been coming in thick and fast. $5.00 
per 1000 is the prevailing price on 
sweet peas and violets, large quanti- 
ties of which have been coming in, but 
an offer of $2.00 for certain grades 
was not refused. The same may be 
said of callas and lilies during the past 
week. Such bulbous stock as tulips, 
jonquils, etc., have been a drug on the 
market. Spring flowers, lupins, snap- 
dragons and stocks are very much in 
evidence, and meet with a ready sale. 
Gardenias are plentiful at any price, 
but cattleyas are scarce and high. 
Smilax very scarce. The Greek and 
other pedlers on the streets have been 
very much in evidence the past five or 
ten days and seem to be able to dis- 
pose of large quantities of stock on 
fair days.
